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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Specie I, figures 9-1 1, claims 1-4 in the reply filed 
on 12/27/2004 is acknowledged. Claims 5-24 are withdrawn from fiirther consideration. While 
examining claims 1-4, it was noticed that the limitations of claims 2-4 are not shown in elected 
figures 9-11. For example, the limitation of claim 2 such as thicker and thinner sides and the 
ridges are formed on the thicker side is not shown in figures 9-11. The limitations of claim 3, 
such as one guide groove and protrusions are shown in non-elected figures 12 and 13 as 41 A, 

4 IB, 42 A and 42B. Therefore, claims 2-4 are also withdrawn from further consideration. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-24 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
a) In claim 1, line 22, the wall surface, lacks antecedent base. 

Note: These are few examples only. Applicant is required to check all the claims and 
correct them accordingly. 

Oath/Declaration

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Batdorf et al 
(4,762,387, cited in IDS). 

Batdorf et al discloses, for claim 1, a substrate (52) having a plurality of ridges (50) formed on 
one surface of the substrate substantially in parallel with one another with said predetermined 
pitch; and a cover member (42) having a plurality of ridges (46) formed on one surface of the 
cover member substantially in parallel with one another with said predetermined pitch, and 
wherein the width of the ridges of the substrate and the width of the ridges of the cover member 
are set to have such values that the cover member is movable relative to the substrate in the 
direction substantially orthogonal to the ridges in a state that the ridges of the substrate and the 
ridges of the cover member are engaged with one another; and the substrate and the cover 
member are arranged such that in the state that the ridges of the substrate and the ridges of the 
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cover member are engaged with one another, sliding of the cover member in the direction 
substantially orthogonal to the ridges relative to the substrate causes each optical fiber to be 
nipped, positioned and held between the wall surface of each ridge of the substrate and the wall 
surface of each corresponding ridge of the cover member (see figures 3, 5).
